It considerable satisfaction 
and gives us an Insltr-ht Into the lives 
of these whose lot is cast in the shad- 
ows of society. 


"Our various charitable associations 


should bo commended 
for the great

A great many of these cars 
are brought over empty from S'an Fran- 
cisco to be loaded In Of.klahd.. On this 
side we have 7200 feet of berth-room, 
which, giving 250 to 300 feet to a. vessel, 
or room for twenty-eight ships, or as 
many as can be docked between Vallejo 
street and the mail dock in San Fran- 
cisco. 
"It is admitted that the prosperity of 
a city in a large measure depends on the 
prosperity of the railroads that come to 
it. We distribute in this division in the 
neighborhood of $300,000 per month or 
$3,500.000 a year, and two-thirds of this 
money is spend In Oakland. The yearly 
wage bill of the division Is equal to the 
total gross revenue of the entire citrus 
crop of Southern California. The South- 
ern Pacific has some sixty miles of tracks 
In -West Oakland yards and moves as 
many as 2500 cars a day, representing a 
train ten miles in length. 
"We handle at the Oakland pier 260 
trains a day. which In a day ot twelve 
hours give sa train every three minutes. 
Yet the company is only In its infancy." 
Mr. Palmer concluded by saying that In 
the matter of rapid growth it remained 
for Oakland to work out-its own destiny. 
He expressed the opinion that it -would 
never rival San Francisco more than ad- 
jacent cities failed to rival New York. 
but that the adjacent cities would neces- 
sarily grow rapidly. He urged tile mak-
